William S.°Menden, chief engineer of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, 
was found not guilty by a jury at Mine- 
ola yesterday of a charge‘ of man- 
slaughter brought against him as a re- 
sult of the Malbone Street wreck on Nov. 
1, 1018, in which ninety-one persons lost 
their lives. : The verdict; was brought in 
by the jury acting on instructions from 
Supreme Court Justice Callaghan before 
whom the case was tried. 

The prosecution attempted to prove 
that a time element signal control with 
triple tracks should havé been installed 
at the Malbone Street curve to give a 
proper amount of safety to the passen- 
gers. Justice Callaghan ruled that the 
evidence failed to.show that Menden was 
criminally negligent in failing to install 
such. apparatus and that an ordinary de- 
gree of foresight would not have pre- 
vented-the accident. ° ‘ 

The testimony yesterday showed. that 
on trial trips made over the curve follow- 
ing the accident a speed of twenty-two 
to twenty-three miles an nour had been 
made with safety. Robert C. Johnson, 
engineer in charge of ‘signals of the

MARCONI STILL AT SEA 
|ON MYSTERIOUS SOUNDS 


Says Queer Indications on Wire- 
less. Occurred in London and 
New York Simultaneously. 


LONDON, Tuesday, Jan. 27.--Inter- 
ruptions of the Marconi wireless in- 
struments by niysterious undecipherable 
signals, which were noted before the 
-war and have been publicly referred to 
since, aro discussed by Marcon! in an 
interview published in The Daily Mail 
today. 

‘“We occasionally get very queer 
sounds and indications, which might 
come from somewhere outside ‘the 
earth,” said Signor Marconi. 
had them both in England and in Amer- 
fea. . The Morse signal letters occur 
with much greater frequency than 
others, but we have never yet picked up 
anything that acegge? be translated into 
a definite niessage. 

“The fact that the signals have 
occurred ‘simultaneously at New York 
and London with identical intensity 
seems to indicate tat they must have 
originated at a very great distance. We 
have not yet the slightest proof of their 
origin. They might conceivably be due 
to some natural disturbance at a great 
distance, for instance, an eruption of 
the sun causing electrical disturbances.”’ 

Asked whether attempts, were possibly 
being made by another —. to com- 
municate, Signor. Marcon 

‘I would not rule out the possibility 
of this, but there is no proof. We must 
investigate the matter much more 
thoroughly before we venture upon @ 
definite explanation.’

How WIII the Printing Presses Sold 
by Leader in Movement Be Used? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Iemerson P. Jennings, the leader. of 
@.group of business men who are’ said 
to be supporting Martens, the Bolshevist 
representative, in a proposition to trade 
with the Soviet Government, has made 
complaint to the State Departmient be- 
cause it will not grant him a permit to 
ship to Russia 1,000 printing presses 
which he claims to have sold to ‘the 
‘Bolsheviki.. ~° - 

Mr..Jennings’s proposition gives rise to 
some interesting conjectures. One is in- 
clined to wonder whether Mr. Jennings 
would take a similar stand.if a.commit-’ 
tee of I, W. Wy» had cpmmandéered his 
manufacturing plant,- seized his bank 
account, and. was attempting to. utilize 
the proceeds in purchasing goods in Bng- 
land.’ How; indeed, would he view the 
‘efforts of some English business men to 
rpersuade their Government to recognize 
the representative of the I. W. W. and 
legitimatize the proposed transaction? 
It is apparent that Mr. Jennings has 
not considered the question of receiving 
stolen goods or gold in payment for his | 
printing presses, or else. considers this | 
an unimportant trifle. But if he is put 
out at the thought of losing the sale, 
think of the still greater disappointment 
of the Soviet Government at not getting 
the 1,000 printing’ presses! With their 
present .equipment, they are printing 
some three billions of rubles each month, 
With the additional printing presses, 
‘they might be able to print enough more 
to cover their monthly deficit. 

Would it not be proper to ask Mr. 
Jennings to forego payment in confis- 
cated gold or goods and accept payment 
in paper rubles printed with his own 
presses?
